Three or tour days afterward he 
received a formidable envelope, with 
the name of the railroad printed in full 
In one comer, and the document with- 
in protested against the sllonee with 
which tho previous note had been 
treated, and after going over thu whole 
deteils o( the matter ended by declar- 
ing that some settlement would have 
to be arrived at. Then the 'passenger 
sat down, very much amuaxd over the 
amount ot stationary and postage the 
railway was spending about a railway 
ticket worth, perhaps, a shilling, and 
wtota oat • loag and humorous acoount 
ol hew ha had detormlned on this 
suburban excursion and exactly what 
his movements wore from tho time hi 
took the cab to drive to the London 
station 00 hia outward journey until ht 
mtased bis ticket alter he had started 
to return homo. This oontributlon wai 
received in all ssriousaoss at the rail, 
road ofBco and In a tow days he bad an 
onswer to it sUling that they wore 
mooh obliged lor the careful and ex- 
plicit statement and that the railroad 
company would not press lor any 
further paymeuL Obviously they hnvf 
liuio to do things in England which 
lliey have not limo to do here.
